The 
resolution also condemned Red 
China for imprisoning the 
Americans as “spies” after the, 
Korean armistice. 

No immediate explanation was 
available at U. N. headquarters 
for the phrase in the communi- 
que concerning continuance of 
the ‘contact” made in thé nego- 
tiations between Peiping and the 
U. N. As the communique Was 
composed jointly, or at least 
was an agreed text, it was as- 
sumed that Red China desires to 
extend the discussions or some 
phase of them.

THOUSANDS LEAVE 
WEST REICH TO 
LIVE IN EAST ZONE 


BONN. Jan. 10 (AP)—Thou- 
sands of persons are leaving 
West Germany to settle in the 
Soviet-occupied east zone, the 
West German Refugee Ministry 
announced today. 

Germans are now “emigrat- 
ing” eastward through the Iron 
Curtain at the rate of between 
6000 and 7000 a month, Peter 
Paul Nahm,-a minsitry official, 
told’ a pao conference. 
Refigee Minister Theodor 
Oberlaender said the total com- 
ing from the East to West Ger- 
many last year was 184,198 but 
that the volume was tending to

Nahm said that before the 
June 17, 1953, revolt in the Sov- 
fet zone about 1000 West Ger- 
mans each month went to settle 
in the East. 

With the easing of living con-

The nation’s enlightened self- 
interest and sense of responsi- 
bility as a leader among the 
free nations require a foreign 
economic program that will 
stimulate economic growth in 
the free world through enlarg- 
ing opportunities for the fuller 
operation of the forces of free 
enterprise and competitive mar- 
kets. Our own self-interest re- 
quires such a program because 
(1) economic strength among our 
allies is essential to our security; 
(2) economic growth in under- 
developed areas is necessary to 
lessen international instability 
growing out of the vulnerability 
of such areas to Conimunist 
penetration and subversion; and 
(3) an increasing volume of 
world production and trade will 
help assure: our own economic 
growth and a rising standard of 
living among our own people. 

Interdependent Security. 

In the world-wide struggle 
between the forces of freedom 
and those of Communism, we 
have wisely recognized that the 
security of each nation in the 
free world is dependent upon 
the security of all other nations 
in the free world. The measure | 
of that security in turn is de- 
pendent upon the economic 
strength of all free nations, for 
without economic strength they 
cannot support the military 
establishments that are neces- 
sary to deter Communist armed 
aggression. Economic strength is 
indispensable, as well, in secur- 
ing themselves against internal 
Communist subversion. 

For every country in the free 
world, economic strength is de- 
pendent upon high levels of 
economic activity internally and 
high levels of international 
trade. No nation can be eco- 
nomically self-sufficient. Na- 
tions must buy from other na- 
tions, and in order to pay ‘for 
what they buy they must sell. 

It is essential for the security’ 
of the United States and the, 
rest of the free world that the 
United States take _ jeadet- 
ship in promoting the eves 
ment of those high ‘téveis OF 
trade that will bring to all the 
economic strength upon which 
the freedom and security of all 
depends. Those: high levels of 
trade can be promoted by the 
specific measures with respect 
to trade barriers recommended 
in this message, by the greater 
flow of capital among nations 
of the free world, by convert- 
ibility, and by an ‘increase in 
international travel. 

Cemented by Mutual Trade. 

From the military standpoint, 
our national strength has been 
augmented by the over-all mili- 
tary alliance of the nations con- 
stituting the free world. This 
free world alliance will be most 
firmly cemented when its as- 
sociation is based on flourishing 
mutual trade as well as common 
ideals, interests and aspirations. 
Mutually advantageous trade re- 
lationships are not only profit- 
able, but they are also more 
binding and more enduring than 
costly grants and other forms 
of afi. 

Today numerous uneconomic, 
man-made barriers to mutually 
advantageous trade and the 
flow of investment are prevent- 
ing the nations of the free 
world from achieving their full 
economic potential. Interna- 
tional trade and investment are 
not making their full contribu- 
tion to production, employment 
and income, Over a large area 
of the world currencies are not 
yet convertible. 

We and our friends abroad 
must together undertake the 
lowering of the unjustifiable 
barriers to trade and invest- 
ment, and we must do it on a 
mutual basis so that the bene- 
fits may be shared by all.

That song about everything being up to date 
in Kansas City will have to be sung about St. 
Louis, instead, if the community carries through 
the work just started by the Citizens’ Bond Issue 
Screening Committee. This group is selecting the 
municipal improvement projects to be covered 
by the proposed $100,000,000 bond issue. 

That amount was not set just because it is a 
nice round figure. It represents the additional 
bonds which, it is believed, St. Louis can float 
without tax increases. Also, it will not crash 
through the city's bond limit of $165,220,313. It 
would leave a bonding safety-valve of more than 
$12,000,000. This is tailoring the suit to the cloth. 

The only difficulty is that St. Louis could use 
far more than $100,000,000 for improvements. 
Mayor Tucker has submitted to the Screening 
Committee a list of projects whose total cost is 
estimated as $231,789,650. He said that, in doing 
this, he was not recommending each and every 
project. It is for the committee, under the chair- 
manship of Sidney Maestre, to pick and choose. 
It will have to discard more than it finally 
recommends. 

That will be a sizable job. The committee may 
even complain that some of the city departments 
might have given a little more thought to their 
recommendations, instead of asking for a round 
$5,000,000 or $6,000,000. But at the Mayor’s re- 
quest. all city department heads will be available 
to the committee—and with factual data. So it 
should not be too difficult to squeeze the water 
out of their recommendations. 

Other items, justifiable in themselves, seem to 
fall under the head of “Maintenance and Current 
Operations.” Examples are some street repairs, 
rehabilitation of some buildings, additional 
chairs for Kiel Auditorium, and the like. Cities 
do not issue bonds to meet such expenses, so 
items of this kind can be cut away quickly. 

When this is done, however, it is probable 
that the committee will find itself with a list 
of highly desirable improvements which can 
be achieved only at a cost considerably over 
$100,000,000. Property for the express highways, 
further slum clearance, a new workhouse, voting 
machines and other items can easily be put in 
the “Essential” class. 

Then there is a natural desire that a big bond 
issue like this should add a touch of new glam- 
our to the city. This feeling will draw attention 
to projects ranging from a small auditorium for 
the Art Museum and new branch libraries, to the 
proposed Cultural Center on Lindell boulevard 
at DeBaliviere. 

It is at this stage that hard decisions will have 
to be made. Values will have to be determined 
and priorities established. Yet the very fact that 
the committee will have to eliminate so much 
should strengthen its final recommendations to 
the voters. 

The voters will have the last word on the 
bond issue. But by the time the proposition 
comes before them in final shape, they should 
have no doubt that its acceptance would be a 
big factor in the city’s progress. 
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A Hint From the Horse Editor 

One of the most unfortunate of trends in 
smal) city and rural journalism is the standard- 
ization of the country weeklies and dailies that 
go out from the county seats to readers every- 
where who want to follow the home town news 
and comment. ; 

Once the rural press sparkled with editors 
who had something to say about the goings on 
in the world, large and small. In the last quar- 
ter century the number has diminished markedly 
and now it is not uncommon to open an out- 
state Missouri paper to search in vain for some- 
thing resembling an editorial or comment of 
any kind by the editor. And if there is so much 
as one editorial at all, there is more than a 
chance that it will be a syndicated offering, 
bought for very little, on safe, distant subjects, 
that will tread on no local toes. — 


Jack Blanton—most people who knew him 
are just learning his first name was Herbert— 
was too devoted to the editor’s craft ever to sell 
out his column in the Monroe County Appeal to 
some “boiler plate” writer. It was his column 
and his readers’ and he talked with them week 
after week about local problems in Paris, about 
the needs of Monroe county, about the voting 
on the bills down at Jefferson City, about the 
issues in Washington and what the Missouri 
Senators and Representatives were doing and 
saying about them. He began at 15 writing for 
the Appeal, which his father established in 1868. 
When he died Saturday, he was 85 and he had 
just finished his column of comment for this 
week's issue. And 15 from 85 makes an active 
-career of 70 years. 

This slender, soft-spoken son of Little Dixie 
served for 24 years as a curator of the Univer- 
sity of Missouri. He organized the movement 
that preserved the birthplace of Mark Twain 
as a state park. Missouri owes him a debt of 
gratitude for these and other public services. 
But it was as the conductor of the column, 
“Hints From the Horse Editor,” that he made 
his mark on his state and times. 

Surely in outstate Missouri there are editors 
who can see the hint for them in the recognition 
that the entire state now pays to Jack Blanton 
and the Monroe County Appeal. 
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Not Bigness But Legality 

Maybe it is an inheritance from Theodore 
Roosevelt's oratorical trust-busting, but the idea 
of bigness as evil keeps cropping up in Ameri- 
can talk about business. It did so again in a 
radio discussion when Federal Trade Commis- 
sioner Edward F, Howrey said that General Mo- 
tors is too big. 

By itself, such a statement is illogical. Surely 
a business ought to be as big as it needs to be 
for the highest efficiency and best service to its 
customers—provided that this bigness is not at- 
tained by illegal measures against its competi- 
tors or the public. Not bigness but legality is 
the issue. And Mr. Howrey and Wendell Berge, 
former Assistant Attorney General, really were 
talking about the desirability and legality of 
mergers. 

In this connection, Mr. Berge said that he 
hoped publie opinion would induce the Depart- 
ment of Justice to appeal the decision of Federal 
District Judge Walter J. LaBuy that there is 
nothing improper in the tie-up of General Mo- 
tors and DuPont. The case, he said, involves 
issues and efforts so great that it should not rest 
on the opinion of one man. < 

Judge LaBuy stuck close to the facts and con- 
cluded that “the Government has failed to prove 
conspiracy, monopolization, a restraint of trade 
or any reasonable probability of a restraint of 
trade.” This is regarded by some as beyond the 
possibility of appeal. The Justice Department has 


not yet decided what it will do. 


What disappoints Mr. Berge is that Judge La- 
Buy's decision offers very few guides to the 
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tual necessity because the anti-trust law, even as 
revised, is so broad in its language. Government 
and corporations alike would be served not by a 
discussion of bigness per se, but of the legality 
of means for achieving it. 
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The Deficit in Jobs 
Is the national economy sitting on a time- 
bomb? 
We ask the question in all seriousness because 
the trend of employment statistics continues te 


million jobs in December, the decline was large 
ly seasonal, due to less activity in farming, con- 
struction, and the like. 

In summer, the Administration is cheerful 

about the rise in outdoor jobs, and plays down 
any decline in factory employment. In winter, it 
hails the rise in factory jobs and dismisses the 
loss of outdoor jobs as largely seasonal. 
. But is this really the wise way to approach 
the problem? Is it not better to face all the 
facts all the time, winter and summer? Is it not 
better to face facts now than to have them hit 
us like a block-buster later on? 

The over-riding fact which Messrs. Mitchell 
and Weeks consistently overlook is that in spite 
of some encouraging gains, employment is not 
rising enough to match the growth of the nation. 

Total employment in December, they report, 
was 60,688,000 jobs. What they do not tell us is 
that this is the lowest December total since 1950. 

Is December, then, a bad month to look at, be- 
cause of seasonal decline in outdoor jobs? Well, 
let us look at the month of highest total em- 
ployment, usually August. In 1954, the peak em- 
ployment was 62,276,000. That was the lowest 
peak month of any year since 1949. 

It is all very well to say that 62 million jobs 
are a lot of jobs. They are. But they are not 
enough for a growing country and an expanding 
economy. 

Over the last 20 years, the working population 
has grown by more than 11 million, an average 
of 560,000 a year. Applying that rate of growth 
for the past four years, December employment 
should have been 62,564,000 instead of 60,688,- 
000, and peak 1954 employment should have 
been 64,623,000 instead of 62,276,000. 

Employment cannot, of course, follow a neat 
and regular pattern at all times. Ups’ and downs 
are inevitable, especially during adjustment to a 
peacetime economy. But the Korean war has 
been over for 18 months now. It is time to recog- 
nize that we have a deficit of 2,000,000 or 
2,500,000 jobs which needs to be promptly 
overcome. 
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Cross Country Shakedown 

Guy M. Harmon, a union official from Peoria, 
has been convicted of labor racketeering by a 
jury at Springfield, Ill He is the ninth AFL 
craft union officer convicted of shaking down 
contractors working op a 700-mile pipeline be- 
tween Cushing, Okla., and East Chicago, Ind. 
This must stand as something of a record. 

As the job progressed from one labor jurisdic- 
tion to another the contractors were met by the 
labor bosses in command of the local area. 
Larry Callgnan and four other Missouri bosses 
extorted $28,016 from the general contractor 
while the pipe was being put down in Missouri. 
When the line crossed the Mississippi near Quin- 
cy, three Illinois labor officials were waiting— 
and with their hands out. And in the Peoria 
area, Guy Harmon jumped into what looked like 
a sure thing. 

The only bright spot in the recital of this 
whole unhappy cross-country shakedown is that 
the betrayers of union labor didn’t get away 
with it. The law moves slowly, but firmly and 
without compromise. 
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Life Cycle of a Bureau 

The Ghost of Government Agencies Past must 
have stirred and clanked its chains at one point 
in President Eisenhower's State of the Union 
message. This was when the President annéunced 
that he would ask Congress to set up an Office 
of Co-ordinator of Public Works, the better to 
plan and execute federal, state and local con- 
struction as a means of sustaining employment. 

Here, one may safely wager, is the seed of a 
new public works agency that may grow and 
prosper in the years to come. Exactly such a 
seed was planted in 1933, when Congress in the 
Nationa) Industrial Recovery Act set up the 
Public Works Administration. 

The PWA was Harold Ickes’s show and it 
waxed until 1939. Then it was re-organized out 
of the Department of Interior into the new Fed- 
eral Works Agency. It lingered, waning, until 
1943. With the war on, Congress voted it no 
more funds and by executive order its functions 
were transferred to the Federal Works Admin- 
istrator. 

After the war, in 1949, FWA itself disappeared, 
being reorganized into the General Services Ad- 
ministration. In 1950 the advance planning of 
public works was reorganized out of GSA and 


into the Housing and Home Finance Agency. - ‘

in public works planning. Now this work appar- 
ently is to be reorganized into the new office of 
Co-Ordinator of Public Works—and the story 
begins all over again.

They watched it work, admiring- 
ly, upon themselves, many Re- 
publicans, and many millions of 
those whom the late Franklin D.

Frustrated by Kindness.

What His Own Denied. 


Never did the famous F.D.R. 
turn a neater one than -did 
President Eisenhower when, at 
the beginning of his State of 
the Union address, he disgressed 
to recall how he was born in 
the Texas district represented 
for 42 years by Speaker Sam 
Rayburn who sat on the dais 
back of the President. 

The President thus was a 
“constituent” as a baby. He 
then alluded. graciously to the 
fact that this was the Speaker’s 
seventy -third birthday, upon 
which. he felicitated “Mr. Sam.”

In this last field the Presi- 
dent’s proposals were modest, 
among them, Government re- 
insurance of private voluntary 
health insurance plans which 
the Eighty-third Congress failed 
to give him; strengthening and 
improving of existing health 
programs; an increase in the 
statutory minimum wage from 
75 cents to 90 cents an hour; 
federal aid for school construc- 
tion, details of which are to be 
submitted in a later message. 

While this program is not 
broad or comprehensive enough 
to please the New Deal-Fair 
Deal wing of the Democratic 
party they can hardly oppose it 
in a wholesale manner, and it is 
generally acceptable to middle- 
of-the-road Democrats and Re- 
publicans. Extreme  conserva- 
tives in both parties will hardly 
care for it. 


Fair Words, Sad Deeds. 


The many New-Deal-type 
phrases with which the Presi- 
dent decorated his speech did 
not blind Democrats to his in- 
sistence on policies about which 
they disagree, and violently in 
some cases.

CINCINNATI, Jan. 10 (AP)— 
Bishop Ivan, Lee Holt of St. 
Louis said today the Methodist 
Commission on Church Union 
which he heads had drawn up 
“the most complete blueprint 
for a united church ever con- 
sidered by American Protestant-

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The draft for unification will 
be considered this week by the 
A&Ssembly of Methodist Boards 
and Agencies which opened in 
Cincinnati today. 

However, the plan will not be 
submitted to denominational 
conferences for action until it 
has been studied further. 

“It seeks to embody the best 
in the traditions of Congrega- 
tionalism, Presbyterianism and 
Episcopal Methodism,” Bishop 
Holt reported. “Whether or not 
the plan is approved in some 
such form as it has now taken, 
the document will remain as one 
of the great papers in the his- 
tory of the Protestant move- 
ment in this country.” 

The African Methodist Epis- 
copal Zion, Colored Methodist 
Episcopal, Congregational Chris- 
tian, Disciples of Christ, Evan- 
gelical and Reformed, Methodist, 
Presbyterian United States and 
Presbyterian United States of 
America churches have been ex- 
ploring possible union for years. 
The bishop said one of the 
chief problems “seems to be a 
conflict between the Congrega- 
tional form of government and 
the Methodist form of episcopacy 
and discipline.” 

The Methodist church was 
united in 1939 when the Meth- 
ouist episcopal and northern and 
southern' churches merged. 
Meanwhile, Bishop Arthur J. 
Moore of Atlanta, Ga., chairman 
of the Assembly executive com- 
mittee, said, “If democracy ever 
disappears from the religious 
world, it will not last long ‘in’ 
the political world.” 

“We believe that the hope of

the big-time mystery writers, Deming probably would be 
something of a disappointment to who-dun-it fans as far as 
appearance is concerned. 

He is 39 years old, has dark, wavy hair and a youthful 
and rather innocent look. In fact, he looks more like a suc- 
cessful young executive than a man whose thoughts are con- 
cerned, from nine to three every day, with murder and pri- 
vate eyes. 


=x* * * 

LIKE MOST successful writers, Deming worked at it 
a long time before he moved into that enviable position of 
a man whose work is published about as fast as he can turn 
it out, not only in book form, but in short stories for maga- 
zines. 

He was born in Des Moines, but was reared in St. 
Louis. His father, Frederick Deming, was for 40 years a 
member of the faculty of Cleveland High School, teaching 
history. 

Richard has three brothers all of whom live in St. 
Louis and all of whom have done well in their chosen 
fields. His older brother, Fred Jr., is executive vice presi- 
dent of the Federal Reserve Bank here, and at 42 is the 
youngest ever to hold that position. Phil, 33, is a research 
chemist at Monsanto Chemical Co., and Birchard, 30, is 
superintendent of the airplane parts division at the Amer- 
ican Stove Co. 

Deming attended Cleveland High, where he was cap- 
tain of the debating team and went out for track. He went 
to Central College in Fayette, where he just went out for 
track. He studied English literature at Washington Univer- 
sity, and that was about the time he decided he was going 
to either write or teach. Looking around for a job in the 
days after school and before World War II, Deming got a 
job with the City Welfare Office here as a case worker, al- 
though he knew nothing about social work. He went back to 
night school at Washington U., and took a special course so 
he could do a good job. 
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DEMING WAS in the service from 1941 until 1945, 
serving with an anti-aircraft battalion in Ireland, Africa and 
India. After the war he drifted into a job with the Red 
Cross, and started trying to write on the side. Aftter a year 
or more of rejection slips, he began to receive checks. He 
was writing mystery stories, western stories and science fic- 
tion for the pulp magazines. 

By 1950 he had built up enough of a market, he de- 
cided, to become a full time author. He was working for 
the Red Cross in Dunkirk, N.Y., which is still his home. He 
journeyed down to New York City and lined up committ- 
ments with six magazines, enough work to keep him going 
while he also worked on his first novel. He went home and 
quit his job. That was on Nov. 1, On Nov. 7 a magazine 
called “Black Mask,” one of his best markets, folded up. In 
the next couple of months the other five followed suit. He 
had a year of tough sledding, but he sold some stories to 
other magazines and by 1951 he had finished his first book, 
called “The Gallows in My Garden.” 

Since then he has written five more books and supplied 
short stories to 35 different magazines. One of his books 
sold more than 100,000 copies in the pocket edition. Some 
of the books he writes under his own name, and others un- 
der the name of Max Franklin. 
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DEMING ALWAYS THROWS IN enough “plants” and 
’.elues as he goes along to make his mysteries solvable for 
~ anyone astute enough to do it. Otherwise, mystery books 
are known in the trade as “cheaters.” 

Deming is the first writer in his family but he sees evi- 
dence that he may not be the last. A few weeks ago his 10- 
year-old daughter, Tracey, announced she had written a 
murder mystery, and handed him the manuscript. It was 
entitled “The Bloody Knife.” It had five chapters and it 
_ gtarted out strong. The first chapter had two pages. The 
second chapter had one page. It dwindled down until the 
fifth chapter had only two sentences. It definitely didn’t be- 
long to the “decent hard-boiled” school, Deming reported, 
but even worse than that, it was a cheater.

them to throw her whole heart 
and soul into her music. With a 
maturity somewhat surprising in 
one so young, she has quite a 
serious philosophy about music 
and musicians.
